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6. (previously presented) The organizer of" claim 5, wherein the vanes are flexible. 

7. (currently amended) A desktop file organizer, comprising: 
a plate; 

a plurality of vanes, each vane being attached at a respective first end to the plate, the 
plate including a first side and a second side, the first side being separated from the second 
side by the plurality o I" vanes; 

a band attached to the plate on the first side; and 

a catch on the plate on the second side; 

wherein the vanes are securable against the plate by disposing the band across the 
vanes and on the catch; 

the plate further including an opening with an inner edge, the catch coiTipxising 
notches disposed in the inner edge of the opening bei- ng disposed in (he opening . 

8. (previously presented) The organizer of claim 1, the hand further including two 
ends, the vanes being in between the ends of the band and the opening in the plate. 

9. (original) The organiser of claim 8, the band being elastic, wherein the catch is 
configured io engage the elastic band such that when the elastic band is disposed over the 
catch, the elastic band remains in a stretched configuration over the plurality of vanes. 

10. (original) The organizer of claim 9, wherein the portion of the elastic band 
disposed on the catch is reinforced with a stiff materia.!.

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t 1 . (original ) The organizer of claim 1 0, wherein the elastic band is reinforced with a 
metal tube. 

1 2. (currently amended) A desk lop file organizer, comprising: 
a plate with a ipp side and a bottom side ; 

a plurality of vanes, each vane being attached at a respective first end to the plate, the 
plate including a first side and a second side, the first side being separated from the second 
side by the plurality of vanes; 

a band attached to the plate on the first side; and 

a catch on the plate on the second side; 

wherein the vanes are securablc against the plate by disposing the band across the 
vanes and on the catch; 

wherein the plate includes at least one slot extending through the plate for each vane; 

wfetre i u e ach vane includes at least one tab, each tab extending through a resp ective 
slot in the plate from the top side t o th e bottom side a nd is connected to the bottom side of the 
plate . 

13. (original) The organiser of claim 12, wherein the vanes each include a tongue 
configured to resist rotation about the slots. 

14. (original) The organiser of claim 13. wherein each vane has ai least one tab on 
one end configured to be inserted into the at least one slot. 
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. 15. (original) The organizer of claim 14, further including a plurality of slots on Lhe 
plate along the length of the plate. 

16. (original) The organizer of claim 14, wherein the plurality of slots are spaced at 
approximately one inch intervals. 

1 7. (original) The organizer of claim 14, wherein each vane has two tabs. 



18. (currently amended) A filing system comprising: 

a plate with a first end and a second end,~tke-pt 
end and a pair of openings in th e s e cond e n d , the plate further including a top side and a 
bottom side : 

a plurality of slots disposed in the plate; 

a plurality of vanes, each vane including a tab, the tab of each vane disposed within a 
corresponding slot and connecte d to the plate , the vanes being disposed between the o pening 
» n th e first end e- f the p tet^ and the pair- of openings in the second end of the plate , each vane 
further includi ng a tongue b eari n g on the top side of the pla te to inhibit rotatjon^Qjjg 
rcspec live vane: and 

a band connected to the second end of the plate and extendable over the plurality of 

vanes. 
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19. (previously presented) The filing system of claim 18, further including: 

the band having two ends, the two ends of the band being disposed in the pair of 
openings in the second end of the plate; 

the opening of the first end of the plate including a catch, the band being adapted to be 
disposed over the catch in the opening in the first end of the plate to constrain the plurality of 
vanes against each other and the plate. 

20. (original). The filing system of claim 19, wherein the band is elastic. 

21. (original) The filing system of claim IS, each vane further comprising a tongue 
disposed adjacent the tab, the tongue being adapted to constrain the vane against rotation. 

22-23. (canceled). 

24. (currently amended) A desktop filing organizer, comprising: 
a plate; 

a vane extending from the plate for securing a file lo the plate; 

a band attached to the plate at one end and disposable across the vane and tile; and 
a catch disposed on the plate and configured to releasably engage the band when the 
band is disposed across the vane to releasably secure the vane relative to the plate; and 
a handle comprising, an opening exte nding Ihrough^lJw^LMiS* 

25-26. ( canceled). 
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27. (previously presented) A file organizer and carrying case, comprising: 
a plate with a Urst end and a second end, and a handle disposed in the fust end; and 
a plurality of vanes each attached at one end to the plate and adapted to store at least 
one file in between each vane such that the organizer may be disposed in a first location in a 
tile organizing position in which the organizer is placed in a horizontal position on top of a 
work space, and a vert ical carrying position in which the organizer is adapted to be carried 
via the handle to a second location; and 

means for securing the vanes and the file to the plaie; 

wherein the handle includes a section of the plate extending outwardly from the 
plurality of vanes and further includes an opening in the plate.

29. (previously presented) The organiser of claim 27, the means comprising a band 
attached at the second end of the plate and hooked over a catch in the handle. 

30. (previously presented) The organizer of claim '27, the plate including a first 
portion and a second portion separated from the first portion by a fold line, the means 
including the second section when folded over the first section.
